Death Calls Patient Sufferer 
at Carson, Washington 


(Mrs. ‘B. C. Loring of Carson, Wash., 

most peacefully answered the last 
roll call ‘Sunday noon, March 8th, 
when she quietly closed her eyes and 
slipped away into the promised land 
of rest and beauty prepared. for her.

‘She was a splendid pianist. and viol- 
inist and did both water and oil 
painting.

‘Education For Adults - 


To the testimony of others no less an authority than Dr. ,Walter C. | 


Murray, president of the University of “Saskatchewan recently added his 


, Opinion that there is a wide open field for educational facilities for adults 


and while he referred to conditions in ‘the province in which he resides and 
teaches his assertion is equally applicable to the situation in the other 
prairie provinces. i : i 

While Dr. Murray pointed out that the development of his ‘‘unexplored 
field” is prevented at the present time for lack of finances he noted one very 
encouraging feature and that is that there was “a growing feeling of the 
need of education for themselvés among the adults themselves.”’ 

The statement that this isan encouraging: feature of the situation is 
no doubt inspired by the belief that if adults themselves réalize the need 
the problem is already partially solved, for the desire will presently be fol- 
lowed by a ‘more or, less insistent demand and. once this demand becomes 
sufficiently strong some way will assuredly be found to cater to the need. 

This renaissance in embryo, this dawning desire on the part of adults 
for greater educational facilities may be ascribed to.a number of causes. 
One of them is a growing fear lest in a world of rapidly changing condi- 
tions they may lag behind the growing consciousness of superior mentality 
on the part of the youngster generation. : 

During: the depression period of the, past few years the difficulty ex- 
perienced by the rising generation of securing suitable employment, or even 
of any work at all, has resulted in a large number of the’ youth of both 
sexes remaining in school longer than, for many of. them, would ordinarily 
have been the case. Many who would have-gone out to work when they had 
completed a public school course or one or two years in high school, have 
completed high school training and gone on to University or taken post 
praduate courses in technical schools or other institutions, partly because 
y-themselves sensed that when commercial and ‘economic conditions im- 
prove they will be the better fitted for the keen struggle in competition for 
the work that then offers which is bound to ensue and partly because par- 


ents have felt that it is better that their offspring should spend this hiatus 


in improving their minds than in enforced idleness, 

As a result many parents have discovered that their children are better 
trained and better mentally equipped than they are themselves, despite the 
years of experience they have had in the school of hard knocks. They have 
discovered that their children are able to handle with ease problems which 
they-can only solve with painful effort and then, perhaps with much less 
adequacy. They have discovered that their children have learned to apply 
scientific methods with success in solying their problems and have had the 
chagrin to discover that their own “will to do”, backed by years of ex- 
perience has frequently failed to measure up in comparison with the more 
up-to-date methods of the juveniles. 

Another cause of this stirring of a latent desire for more education 
may also be attributed to,a substantial increase in the practice of reading 
of books and magazine and newspaper articles and more particularly on 
more serious subjects. This increase in reading can be traced to a desire 
to better, understand. the difficulties with which the world in general hag 
been confronted in recent years and a ‘hope through these channels to find 
some practicable solutions. % ; 

Now it is a sine qua non that the practice of reading inevitably brings 
about a revelation that the reader after all knows comparatively little and 
creates a thirst for more knowledge and more’information. In this respect 
it is akin in its operation to the use of habit forming drugs but lacks the 
evil results of’ indulgence in narcotics. In fact, it has just the opposite 
effect, that of permanent stimulation. The natural sequence is a desire 
for the aid which the younger people are receiving in their institutions. 

In schools and colleges and other educational institutions of the pres- 
ent day the whole aim of the courses is not to cram the students with a 
miscellany of facts, but rather to guide them in the selection. of studies 
which may be of value to them and to train them to reach their own con- 
clusions from the work they have undertaken. This is the true function 
of education. The more adult population appreciates this fact in the light 
of the demonstration which is being given them by the younger generation 
and are becoming increasingly anxious for similar opportunities.

Eskimos In Arctic Regions 

It is reported from Montreal by 
way of London that two scientists 
of that city having spent some 
wecks in the study of health condi- 
tions among the Eskimos in the 
Eastern Arctic regions, discovered 
that tuberculosis is, rapidly increas- 


ing among them, ‘but that it is 
through contact with white men. 
The presence. of common _ colds 


among thé natives is “almost inevit- 
able after the arrival of a ship.” In- 
fection from influenza. is known to 


| have wiped out small Eskimo com- 


munities. 

On the other hand, it’ is stated 
that natives, of these regions never 
succumb-to cancer or diabetes, and 
while unable to resist infection: from 
colds the Eskimos can stand extreme 
fatigue and extremely: cold tempera- 
ture. The healthiest groups were 
found where the 
native clothes and were unable to 
obtain much of white man’s food. 

Extensive and protracted studies 
in that frigid area might. be helpful 
to us in fighting diseases that are so 
prevalent. in temperate _ regions, 
through the discovery of what pos- 
sible inducing causes are prevalent 
here that are lacking there. The 
brief observation of these two. scien- 
tists but calls attention to what 
further pursued.__New 
York Times.

portant amendment was added to. it 
on motion of Premier Aberhart. 

This amendment alters the. scope 
of the bill, or widens its scope so 
that the bill'as it now stands makes 
it quite possible for the government 
to introduce and establish Social 
Credit without recourse to the legis- 
lature for approval, 

Perhaps this is the most radical and 
reactionary feature of the measure. 
It means that for the first time in 
history a British self-governing pro- 
vince will be clothed with authority 
fo go ahead and establish an entirely 
new economic order, effecting every 
phase of the public life ‘one way or 
another, without referring its decis- 
ions or actions to the legislative body. 
In other words it takés the legislative 
power out of the hands of the legis- 
lating body. 

It would appear to be the next 
thing to dictatorship if it doesn’t ac- 
tually give the executive, council the 
powers of a dictator. Opposition 
speakers {pointed jout that it. was 
“government by orders-in-council.” 

On. the other hand it is argued by 
government supporters that the ac- 
tion to be taken by the executive fol- 
lowing a study of the whole Social 
Credit proposals will be what would 
be supported by the majority in the 
house in any case, and besides that, 
this government was eletted for the 
specific. purpose 
Credit into operation in Alberta and 
is therefore justified in taking the 
shortest. cut to its objective on the 
mandate of the people.

The government ignored warnings 
of the opposition that the procedure 
might result in the act being declared 
ultra vires of the province and adopt- 
ed the Aberhart amendment. 

This atnendment gives the cabinet 
the power to “adopt and put into op- 
eration any measure designed to fac- 
ilitate the exchange of goods and ser- 
vices,” on a Social Credit plan, 

The amendment was challenged on 
a point of order by ‘L. A. Girowx, Lib- 
eral, from Grouard; who argued it 
was bad legislation on two counts,

Two important bills are still to 
come before the house before the .ses- 
sion ends, namely, the education bill 
of the premier, and a new act an- 
nounced as coming up this week, a 
bill to provide for compulsory re- 
funding of the province’s debt of 
more than, $160;000,000. 

Giving evidence on this before the 
public accounts committee, J. CG. 
Thompson said it was his opinion that 
such a measure would “wreck the 
credit of the province.” He also sup-. 
ported R, J. Magor, special financial 
adviser, in the opinion that partici- 
pation in the Ottawa proposed loan 
council would be the best way of re- 
funding the province’s debt. 

A bill to provide a minimum wage 
for men was also promised by Hon. 
E, C. Manning and has received first 
reading. On Tuesday 15 bills were 
approved and advanced to third read- 
ing by the house. Among these bills 
ready for enactment is Mr. Manning’s 
bill requiring certificates of profic- 
iency for certain tradesmen, which
